Louisville. Ky.. August 10. — General Manager 
Matt Winn of the New Louisville Jockey Club 
in announcing the opening of teu stakes for the 
coming fall meeting at Churchill Downs. October 1- 
22. gave out the pleasing information that the 
Kentucky St. Leger would l>e revived. The ten 
stakes will carry an aggregate value of $17,000, 
four being of the $2,000 variety and six of $1,500. 
No purse during the meeting will be of less value 
than $400 and the overnight handicaps and special 
races carry values of $560 and $tiiM>. 

'1 he late date selected for the opening Is due 
to the fact that the Kentucky Association has de- 
cided to ask the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
for dates for a nine-days meeting at Lexington, 
beginning Monday. September 19. ami continuing un- 
til Wednesday, September 2S. inclusive, which will 
leave one day oiten for the horses to be transferred 
here from Lexington. 

The New Louisville Jockey Club will race for nine- 
teen days and Igitonia will apply for twenty-four 
racing days, la-ginning October 24 and winding up 
on -Saturday, November 19. This will give a total 
of tifty-two days’ racing on the Kentucky circuit 
the coming fall. The I.atouia club will, like Louis- 
ville. give teu stakes of $1,5(>0 and $l.(HM> value, 
while Lexington will offer a stake program of five 
events. • 

Prominent eastern turfmen have already engaged 
stable room of Secretary Davis, and it is estimated 
that as many as 1.200 horses will be here to race 
the coming fall.

The last fall meeting here with a list of stakes 
was in 1S92. which season marked the discontinu- 
ance of the Kentucky St. Leger. Semper Rex. 
owned by the late It. J. Treacy. was the last St. 
Leger winner. The St. Leger was originated by 
the founder of racing at Churchill Downs, the late 
Col. Lewis M. Clark, and by him was made as tdg a 
feature of the fall meeting as the Derby was in 
the spring, being fashioned after its namesake in 
England. The SI. Leger was first run at the in- 
augural fall meeting here in 1875. the same year 
in which Aristides won the inaugural Kentucky 
Derby. Its lirst renewal was won by Dan Swigert's 
noted horse. King Alfonso, which in his stud days 
became a great sire, getting both Fonso and Joe 
Cotton. Kentucky Derby winners. 

As soon as Manager Winn was sure that racing 
would close In New York September 1. he lost no 
time in informing horsemen that In- would make 
inducements to them to bring tlieir stables to Ken- 
tucky and assured them that Louisville would give 
them about as good as tile east bad been offering. 
Said lie lief ore departure for Juarez: 

"We want to get the good horses here for our 
fall as well as our spring patrons, and tlu- only 
way to do it is to offer a program which gives 
eastern turfmen inducements to race with ns. I <ki 
not doubt that we will this year have the greatest 
fall racing Louisville has ever known. We will 
crowd tin city with strangers, and give them sport 
as good as any furnished in the same time of year 
mi tlie ntetrojiolitau tracks. I look for a Derby 
I lav crowd on our opening day and I am confident 
tin- attendance at the meeting will lie record-break - 
lug.” 

Colonel Winn, accompanied liy Harry P.reivogel. 
lias gone to Juarez, Mex. They will reach Juarez 
Thursday afternoon and remain there for five days, 
perfecting arrangements for the Thanksgiving Day 
o|H-ning of tin- winter meeting, which will run Ion 
days, during which time a total of $500,000 will he 
distributed to horsemen. Colonel Winn is having 
Mni additional stalls built at Juarez and other im- 
provements arc being made. Ho says that the 
winter meeting at Hie Mexican course will lie on 
si decidedly greater scale than that of last season. 
More and better horses will compete and tlie gen- 
eral class of tlie snort will tie on a higher plane in 
every respect. Colonel Winn will reach Saratoga 
August 20 and lie will remain at the Spa until the 
close of tie- racing there. in the interval lie will 
see u re for the fall race meeting at Churchill Downs 
entries from the leading turfmen of this country, 
and this will guarantee greater racing here this fall 
llinii has ever been known on the Louisville course. 
He already has promises from James R. Keene. 
R. T. Wilson, Jr., S. C. Hildreth and other leading 
owners to race their full stables at Churchill Downs 
this fall. 

It is senii-ofiieiallv stated that Mars Cassidy will 
do tin- starting at Lexington. Louisville and- Latonia 

tills fall. 

During Colonel Winn's absence Secretary Lyman 

H. Davis will look after the affairs of the New 
Louisville Jockey Club and W. 11. Shelley will at- 
tend the meeting of the Kentucky Association man 
agers at Lexington, ns Colonel Winn’s representa 
live. Mr. Shelley will, as usual, act as raring see 
rotary at the Lexington meeting this fall.

Secretary G. D. Wilson to make application to the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission for dates from 
Sepiembcr 11* to September 2S. nine days, the under- 
standing being that Louisville has applied for nine- 
teen days, beginning October 1. and that Latonia 
will ask for twenty-four days beginning October 24. 
It is generally expected that the racing commission 
will sanction these dates. The directors further 
authorized tlie opening of five stakes, each with a 
value of $500 added. $16 entrance and $25 additional 
to start, to close August 31, and voted that $259 
and $360 shall lie added to the overnight purses. 

Cateshy Woodford was elected to sneeeed tlie late 
James E. Clay on the board of directors. William 
H. Shelley was chosen racing secretary. Stakes to 
lie given are: Phoenix Hotel Handicap, throe-year- 

olds and upward, mile and an eighth; Lexington

ages, three-quarters of a mile: Idle Hour Farm Han- 
dicap. two-year-olds, tbree-qnarters of a mile; Nur- 
sery Stud Selling Stakes, two-year-olds, three-quar- 
ters of a mile.

WILSON LUCK CONTINUES 



ADVENT OF RAIN AID TO NAUSH0N IN THE 
UNITED STATES HOTEL STAKES. 



Favored by the Going, Half-Brother to Gunfire Wins 
Valuable Race with Ease — Steeplechase 
Jockey Heider Suspended. 



Saratoga, N. Y., August 10.— Richard T. Wilson, 
J:-.. won today the rich United States Hotel Stakes 
tor two-year-olds with his colt, Nauslion. a half- 
brother to Gunfire Unit has repeatedly shown that he 
is one of the topnotehers. The Wilson luck tiiat 
had much to do with the easy victory of Olamhala 
in the Saratoga Handicap again manifested itself 
in tin- running of the race, which was worth $.8,216 
net to tin- winner. A heavy rainstorm before the 
running of the Saratoga Handicap resulted in S. C. 
Hildreth withdrawing Inith Fitz Herbert and Dal- 
matian and track conditions hud much to do with the 
defeat of Ballot. James R. Keene's starter. Early 
this morning another heavy downpour came to tlie 
assistance of Mr. Wilson and again James It. Keene 
was the sufferer. Iron Mask, the most dangerous 
contender that Naushon met in the field of the 
United States Hotel Stakes, was at a disadvantage 
in the soft going. 

Though rain fell intermittently all afternoon, 
there was a big crowd on hand to cheer Nauslion’* 
victory. The track had been carefully prepared for 
tin- running of tin* stake and for that reason was 
not as heavy as it otherwise would have Ih-cii. hut 
it was trying for horses that prefer firm footing. 

August Belmont withdrew both Footprint and 
Watervale. tlie pair he had named overnight', and an- 
other change in the field at |x»st time was the adding 
of Silver Brush by F. A. Forsythe. Notter, who 
had tlie leg up on iron Mask, rushed him away from 
tlie barrier and he had speed enough, even in going 
that was not to his liking, to show the way to the 
head of the stretch. Nauslion, as a matter of fact, 
was tlie only one that could race with him. He 
trailed along within a length of the soil of Disguise 
to the head of tile stretch. There Butwell called on 
him and when the real test came he easily raced 
over Iron Mask to win witli great ease by four 
lengths. Iron Mask as easily saved second money 
from S. C. Hildreth’s Novelty, one that was third 
from start to finish. 

Apart from tlie United States Hotel Stakes the 
card was rather ordinary, and it was considerably 
reduced by scratching on account of the heavy con- 
dition of the track. In the steeplechase six horses 
raced and Gold Plate. II. S. Page’s starter, was the 
only one that did not finish. He was going along 
well when lie made a mistake at file Liverpool on 
the second turn of the course and fell. Fortunately. 
Saffel, who hud the mount, escaped serious injury 
and was oil his feet before the horse was up. The 
race was won by old Byzantine, making it his second 
score of the meeting. He was ridden by his owner. 
Nat Ray. and. as in his previous race, had to be 
hard driven to take tlie lead, though at tlie finish 
lie was nicely in hand to beat Touchwood, tlie favor- 
ite. which hail cut out most of the pace. Ilylda. 
a filly that showed a great deal of speed in her pre- 
vious effort, was tlie one to take third, and as a 
result of his listless ride jockey K. Heider was sus- 
pended for tlie rest of tile meeting. He was called 
into the stand after tlie rata- and asked to explain 
why be had permitted the filly to drop far out of tlie 
running for tlie first turn of the course, and his 
explanation did not satisfy the stewards. 

Before tin- races there was a sale of horses in 
training in tlie paddock. Tlie best prices were paid 
for August Belmont’s two- year-olds. Heretic and Barn 
Dance. They brought $900 each, the first named go- 
ing to O. .1. Quinn and tin- other to P. Dunne. 
Feather Duster was sold for $806 to J. W. May ami 
IV. L. Powers paid $560 for Naughty Lad. Tubal 
went to .T. J. Hyland for $850. 

Tomorrow the yearlings of Rttnnymede and Raoe- 
laml Studs, as well as some other consignments, 
will go under the hammer.
